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ADMINISTRATIVE REORGANIZATION OF THE 
STATE DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION 


GEORGE E. HOGAN, Deputy Superintendent of Public Instruction; 
Chief, Division of Departmental Administration 


Increases in the population of the State of California during the 
Second World War created emergency conditions in the public school 
system of the state and caused an unprecedented demand for the admin- 
istrative and professional services of the State Department of Education. 
The State Legislature took cognizance of this situation in its Fourth 
Extraordinary Session, called by Governor Earl Warren in 1944, and 
appropriated $20,000 to be used by the State Reconstruction and Re-em- 
ployment Commission “for the purpose of making a study of the adminis- 
tration, organization and financial support of the Public School System 
of the State.”? 

The Commission requested its Citizens Advisory Committee on 
Readjustment Education, of which the Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion was chairman, to assume responsibility for the study. The Commis- 
sion employed as consultant George D. Strayer, Professor Emeritus of 
Education and former Director of the Division of Organization and 
Administration of Education, Teachers College, Columbia University. 
Dr. Strayer was assisted by others in various phases of the study. J. N. 
Mills, head of a California firm of management engineers, made a study 
of the organization of the staff of the State Department of Education and 
of its administrative procedures. The Mills report was completed in 
December, 1944.2 A report of the study conducted under the direction 
of Dr. Strayer was submitted by the State Reconstruction and Re-employ- 
ment Commission to the Governor on January 18, 1945, under the title, 
The Administration, Organization, and Financial Support of the Public 
School System, State of California.2 Governor Warren transmitted this 
to the Legislature. 

The following quotations from Section II of the Commission’s report 
indicate the need for expansion and reorganization of the State Depart- 
ment of Education as observed by those conducting the study.

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Even a rough sketch of the problems confronting education in California 
in the postwar period indicates the desirability of taking action now to provide 
for the best possible organization, administration, and financing of the program 
of education. ... 

There will most certainly be required an expansion of the staff of the State 
Department of Education in order that significant leadership and general super- 
vision of the expanded program may be furnished. The State office must be in a 
position to guarantee that whatever program of education is mandated by the 
State is actually carried out in all local school districts. 


The committee has distinguished in its report . . . between those things 
which should be done immediately and those which may wait for later considera- 
tion. The need for reform in certain areas is immediate. The reorganization of 
the State office . . . should be carried to completion as rapidly as possible. 


The State Office of Education is at present deplorably understaffed. The 
proposals made . . . contemplate the placing of this office in California on a 
level comparable to that found in the more progressive states. The able men and 
women currently serving in the State office should be supported by other men 
and women who are outstanding in their competence in the areas to which they 
are assigned. They should be looked upon by their professional colleagues 
throughout the State as persons from whom the highest type of professional 
leadership can be secured. 

. .. There is no more certain way of upgrading the schools of a State than 
that which provides a maximum of competent service in the State Department 
of Education. 


In order that the State Superintendent of Public Instruction may develop a 
significant program of leadership and supervision, he should have responsibility 
for the selection of those who work with him in the development of state-wide 
policy. To be specific, he should nominate and the State Board of Education 
should elect the Deputy Superintendent and the three Associate Superintendents 
responsible for the development of the educational program. In no other way 
can a staff be developed that will work in complete co-operation and with the 
highest degree of efficiency. It is, therefore, proposed, that these places in the 
State department be made exempt from civil service requirements. 


The report included a draft of a proposed Assembly Constitutional 
Amendment adding to Article IX of the Constitution of the State of 
California a new section, to read as follows: 

Sec. 2.1. The State Board of Education, on nomination of the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, shall appoint one Deputy Superintendent of Public 


Instruction and three Associate Superintendents of Public Instruction who shall 
be exempt from State civil service and whose terms of office shall be four years. 


This section shall not be construed as prohibiting the appointment, in accord- 
ance with law, of additional Associate Superintendents of Public Instruction sub- 
ject to State civil service. 


The Superintendent of Public Instruction had in addition, under 
existing law,! the authority to appoint one deputy superintendent of public 
instruction who serves at the Superintendent’s pleasure.

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Subsequent to the initiation of the studies conducted by Dr. Strayer 
and Mr. Mills, the Superintendent of Public Instruction appointed a com- 
mittee to study the reorganization of the Department of Education and 
to make recommendations to the State Board of Education. With Deputy 
Superintendent of Public Instruction George E. Hogan serving as chair- 
man, the committee membership included Pierce Fazel, Chief Adminis- 
trative Analyst, representing the State Department of Finance; Aubrey 
A. Douglass, then City Superintendent of Schools, Modesto, and William 
R. Odell, City Superintendent of Schools, Oakland, representing the 
Association of California Public School Superintendents; and the follow- 
ing staff members of the State Department of Education: ! Frank B. Lind- 
say, Chief of the Division of Secondary Education; Helen Heffernan, 
Chief of the Division of Elementary Education; Julian A. McPhee, State 
Director of Vocational Education, and President, California State Poly- 
technic School; Joel A. Burkman, Assistant Director of Education; Wil- 
liam R. Blackler, Assistant Supervisor of Distributive Education; H. B. 
McDaniel, then Chief of the Bureau of Occupational Information and 
Guidance; and Ivan R. Waterman, Chief of the Division of Textbooks 
and Publications. Walter F. Dexter, then Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, presented the recommendations of this consulting committee to the 
State Board of Education at its quarterly meeting in Sacramento on 
Ocober 5, 1945. 


The attention of the State Board of Education was called to the fact 
that the Legislature in its 56th Regular Session (1945) had made an appro- 
priation of $388,680? in augmentation of the support of the State Depart- 
ment of Education and Superintendent of Public Instruction provided 
by law in the budget bill.* The purpose of this appropriation was to enable 
the State Department of Education to employ the additional competent 
staff members recommended in the several studies that had been con- 
ducted. The Legislature had also approved Assembly Constitutional 
Amendment No. 36, authorizing appointment of deputy and associate 
superintendents, for submission to the electorate at the next general 
election. 


The position of the State Department of Finance was presented to 
the State Board of Education at this meeting by Mr. Fazel, whose remarks 
are paraphrased in the minutes as follows: 


Since 1929, the Legislature has imposed numerous new functions upon 
various departments, including the Department of Education, which has had 
imposed upon it, in my opinion, probably a greater variety of functional activities 
by the Legislature than any of the departments with which I have been in touch; 
the Department of Finance has developed a pattern of organization generally 
applicable to agencies of the state for which reorganization is desirable. The 
Department of Finance and the Legislature have an important interest in the

operation of the various state departments. They cannot operate satisfactorily 
with respect to the various departments with ease and facility unless they have an 
understanding of the operations within all departments. The Director of Finance, 
particularly, desired to know the proposed plan of reorganization of the Depart- 
ment of Education contemplated in view of the appropriation made by the last 
session of the Legislature for the expansion of the department. I have consulted 
with Dr. Dexter and Mr. Hogan, and the committee representing the staff of the 
department, and I believe that the chart presented to you by Dr. Dexter represents 
a functional segregation into divisions which represent a foundation for the opera- 
tion of the department, and I commend it to you for your approval. As approved 
by you, the chart will be submitted to the Department of Finance, and, as approved 
by that department, to the Governor for his approval. 


The action of the State Board of Education on this occasion, as 
recorded in the minutes, was as follows: 


Mr. Loeb moved that the Board approve the plan of reorganization as shown 
on the chart dated September 28, 1945 entitled “California State Department of 
Education Chart Indicating the Major Organizational Units”; that the Board 
create as new divisions of the Department of Eduaction all divisions shown on 
the chart which are not already in existence as divisions under acts of the legis- 
lature and that all previous actions of the Board inconsistent with this action of 
the Board be rescinded. 


The motion was seconded by Mr. Fisher and carried by unanimous vote 
of all members present. 

There was necessarily an interval between this approving action by 
the State Board of Education and the implementation of the reorganiza- 
tion. To carry out the approved plan, the Superintendent needed the 
authority to appoint the additional deputy and associate superintendents 
which would be provided by Assembly Constitutional Amendment No. 
36 if Proposition No. 9 were approved by the electorate in November, 
1946. 

The death of Superintendent of Public Instruction Walter F. Dexter 
occurred on October 6, 1945. He was succeeded by Superintendent Roy 
E. Simpson, who was appointed by Governor Earl Warren to fill the 
unexpired term ending December 31, 1946. In June, 1946, Mr. Simpson 
was elected to a four-year term beginning January 1, 1947. 

Superintendent Simpson continued the development of plans for the 
reorganization of the department. The additional positions for which 
funds were appropriated in Chapter 1476, Statutes of 1945, were filled as 
rapidly as possible and were incorporated into the permanent staff of the 
department. These were largely civil service positions, and the co-opera- 
tion of the State Personnel Board became an important factor in effecting 
the reorganization. 

Constitutional authority for appointment of the new deputy and 
associate superintendents was granted by the electorate on November 5, 
1946. The functions, services, offices, and institutions for which the State 
Department of Education is responsible have been assigned to its six divi- 
sions as shown in the following list. 
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Division oF DEPARTMENTAL ADMINISTRATION, Under the direction of a Deputy Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction 


Office management; personnel records; departmental budgeting and accounting; 
office of the legal adviser; office of the assistant to the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, Los Angeles; education research; public information. . 


Division oF INstRucTION, under the direction of an Associate Superintendent of Public 
Instruction 


Elementary education; secondary education, including junior colleges and avia- 
tion education; adult education, including continuation education and parent educa- 
tion; vocational educational services, including agricultural education, homemaking 
education, business and distributive education, trade and industrial and industrial arts 
education, occupational information and guidance; health education, physical edu- 
cation, and recreation; audio-visual education; and special education (in public school 
systems), including education for the hard of hearing, education of the deaf and of 
the visually handicapped, education of physically handicapped children; mental 
Fost and education of mentally retarded children; correction of speech defects and 
disorders.

Miss 
Gillis has held this position since her first appointment by Governor C. C. Young 
in 1930, her present appointment by Governor Earl Warren dating from October 
18, 1943. 

Georce E. Hocan, Deputy Superintendent of Public Instruction; Chief, Division of 
Departmental Administration. Originally Appointed August 1, 1944; reappointed 
July 12, 1947. 

Hersert R. Storz, M.D., Deputy Superintendent of Public Instruction; Chief, Divi- 
sion of Special Schools and Services. Appointment effective October 1, 1947. 

Frank M. Waricut, Associate Superintendent of Public Instruction; Chief, Division 
of Public School Administration. Appointment effective March 28, 1947. 


The establishment of the six new divisions and the abolishing of the 
several former divisions to accord with the reorganization plan were 
accomplished by the State Board of Education, which has authority under 
Education Code Section 186 to establish such divisions as may be recom- 
mended by the Director of Education and as are in the judgment of the 
Board necessary for the proper transaction of the business of the State 
Department of Education.? 

It became necessary, following the action of the Board in establish- 
ing the new divisions as given above, to revise the titles of the civil service 
positions held by the professional staff of the department. The necessary 
changes were made by the State Personnel Board on November 14, 1947. 

A directory of the present staff members of the State Department of 
Education, arranged according to divisions, appears on the final pages of 
this issue of California Schools. The administrative organization of the 
Department of Education and its several divisions is shown in the series 
of seven charts that follow.

Guide for Industrial Arts Education in California. Prepared by the Cali- 
fornia Committee on Industrial Arts Education. Bulletin of the Cali- 
fornia State Department of Education, Vol. XVIII, No. 7, September, 
1949. Sacramento 14: California State Department of Education, 1949. 
Pp. x + 50. 

This bulletin, developed as a co-operative project by those responsible 
for industrial arts education in the California public schools, the industrial 
arts teacher-training institutions, and the State Department of Education, 
presents approved philosophy and practices in this field and outlines a 
program which can be adapted to local conditions. 

The publication was initiated as a result of requests from the Cali- 
fornia Industrial Education Association and the Annual State Conference 
on Trade and Industrial and Industrial Arts Education and Teacher Train- 
ing. Illustrations show pupils in elementary and high schools of the state 
engaged in industrial arts activities. 

The material in this guide was recommended by the State Curriculum 
Commission for adoption as a manual for elementary school teachers and 
was adopted as such by the State Board of Education. Since industrial arts 
education is carried on in both elementary and secondary schools, the 
bulletin is being distributed to schools of both levels. Copies are also being 
sent to a selected list of school officials and school organizations.

This bibliography, compiled by the Elementary Education staff of 
the State Department of Education, is a revision of the 1944 edition. It 
contains many new titles in the fast-growing field of literature on ele- 
mentary education. Materials have been selected for listing to meet the 
needs of teachers in training and in service, as well as of principals, super- 
visors, and other administrators. 
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Books are listed under 21 different headings, among which are admin- 
istration, arithmetic, arts and crafts, child development, exceptional chil- 
dren, health, safety, and physical education, language arts, mental health, 
music, reading and literature, rural education, and science.

Commission and adopted by the State Board of Education as a manual 
for elementary school teachers.

UNITED NATIONS DAY, OCTOBER 24 


The United Nations General Assembly unanimously decided in 1947 
that the world should commemorate October 24 as United Nations Day, 
the birthday of the organization dedicated to peace and to economic and 
social progress. 

By that day in 1945, China, France, the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics, the United Kingdom, the United States, and a majority of 
other signatory states had deposited with the United States Department 
of State their ratifications of the United Nations Charter. The United 
States Secretary of State then signed the Protocol which, in accordance 
with Article 110 of the Charter, attested its entry into force. 

October 24 was chosen by the General Assembly instead of June 26, 
which is the anniversary of the signing of the Charter of the United 
Nations in 1945, as the date for a combined observance of both events, 
because in October schools and other educational institutions are in session 
and can participate. 

Commemoration of United Nations Day should be planned to build 
a better understanding of international relations on the part of students 
and nongovernmental organizations, and of the contribution that each 
nation could make. Celebration of this day can serve to make known to 
the peoples of the world the aims and achievements of the United Nations 
and at the same time help to gain their support for its work. 

The United Nations Department of Information, with headquarters 
at Lake Success, has designated Columbia University Press, 2760 Broad- 
way, New York City, as its principal sales agency in the United States. 
Various organizations throughout the country act as distribution centers 
for both official and unofficial publications on the United Nations. The 
American Association for the United Nations, 45 East 65th St., New York 
21, N. Y., has a chapter in San Francisco which maintains an “Information 
Center for the United Nations” in the City of Paris Department Store, San 
Francisco 8, and a chapter in Los Angeles with headquarters at 416 West 
8th St., Los Angeles 14. Teachers and students are invited to make use of 
the file of factual information on the United Nations available at these 
centers which are being stocked by the U. N. Department of Public Infor- 
mation and have material on U. S. foreign policy and all fields of U. N. 
activity. Many of the pamphlets are free, and others sell at moderate cost. 
Posters and flags are also available.

NEW MEMBER OF STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


Governor Warren has appointed Admiral Charles Maynard Cooke, 
U.S.N. Ret., as a member of the State Board of Education to replace 
Fred W. Smith of Ventura, resigned, for the term ending January 15, 
1952. 

Admiral Cooke was assistant chief of staff to the commander in chief 
of the U. S. Fleet in the Pacific in 1943, chief of staff until October, 1945, 
and later deputy chief of naval operations. At the time of his retirement, 
he was Commander of the 7th Fleet in China. 

Admiral Cooke lives at Hillwood Ranch in Sonoma County. 


PROCEDURE FOR DISPOSAL OF ARMED SERVICES PROPERTY 


Word has reached the State Educational Agency for Surplus Prop- 
erty that several schools in California have made unauthorized disposals 
of property donated by the Armed Forces for educational use. Investiga- 
tions conducted by the Agency indicate that these reports are accurate. 

Schools must be cautioned that unauthorized disposals of Armed 
Service donated property are in violation of Federal law governing the 
donation of Federal property to educational institutions. Donations of 
property having educational value are authorized for the primary purpose 
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of providing maximum public benefit for educational utilization by 
eligible schools, colleges, and universities. Monetary profit to a donee 
through sale of donated property having educational value is specifically 
not intended. 

The Federal Government has recognized that eventually certain resi- 
dual property must be disposed of by the schools. A procedure has been 
established governing this problem. School officials are requested to con- 
tact the State Educational Agency for Surplus Property, 11261 I Street, 
Sacramento 14, for further information and instruction with reference 
to disposal problems. The Agency will be glad to assist any school district 
concerning such problems.

YOUTH COMMITTEE WORKSHOP 
NOVEMBER 17.20, 1949 


Interested school people throughout the state are invited to partici- 
pate in a workshop on “The Child in His Family and Community” to be 
held at Asilomar, November 17 to 20, 1949, under the sponsorship of the 
State Program Committee of the California Youth Committee. During 
the past few years the California Youth Committee, in co-operation with 
some 33 state departments, youth-serving agencies, and civic organiza- 
tions, has developed a series of state and local workshops and conferences 
intended to stimulate the development of adequate services for children 
and youth in California communities. A state conference on youth wel- 
fare, called by Governor Warren, was held in Sacramento in January, 
1948. 

The theme around which the Asilomar workshop is being organized 
is the one announced for the 1950 White House Conference, and the pro- 
gram will include general sessions and a series of case-study section meet- 
ings dealing with problems in health and welfare, education, group work 
and recreation, and juvenile justice. Speakers and consultants will include 
Henry Shumacher, U. S. Department of Public Health; Mrs. Pearl Axel- 
rod, School of Social Welfare, University of California; Ralph G. Eckert, 
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State Department of Education; Charlotte Elmott, Santa Barbara Public 
Schools; Heman G. Stark, California Youth Authority; and other individ- 
uals whose names have not yet been announced.
